.Mental reactions of defectives are 
quite different but as a rule th ey 
are very easily influenced by e n ­ 
vironments. 
“ The physician owes it to the 
child, the parents and th e com ­ 
m un ity to advise parents when he 
finds that a child is mentally be­ 
low' normal so that proper t r a i n ­ 
ing can be prevded for such a 
child either thru special instru c­ 
tors or in the institutions of the 
state.
